AFFIDAVIT OF CURTIS HARMON 


CURTIS HARMON, being duly sworn, deposes and says: 

1. I have firsthand, personal knowledge of the facts stated herein, and as to those 
things stated as based on information and belief, I believe them to be true, and if called as 
a witness, I could and would competent testify thereto. 

2. On or about March 11,1993 Gene Ingram showed up without notification at my 
mother's apartment. He said that he was a Private Investigator for the Church and, I was 
told that he knew I had given the Whitfields allegedly "stolen" Church Documents. I was 
also informed that I had stolen church documents which I had taken from my working 
space. At the time I did not think they actually were stolen because they were the 
documents in my area. He said he was trying to piece together exactly where the 
documents came from and who received them. Gene also said that the church was not 
after the Whitfields, but that the church was after someone that had received the 
documents down the line. I talked to him for about 45 minutes and then he served me 
with a subpoena to appear on March 25, 1993 to give information on case CV 92-4229 
CBM (Jx) in regard to the church suing the IRS. I decided to cooperate with the church 
because I did not want to lose my relationship with my mother. If I was to be expelled 
or declared a suppressive person she would not be able to speak or have any contact with 
me as long as she was still involved with the church. Gene then asked if I had any 
problem with going to LA. to do the Deposition because then I would have a 90% chance 
of getting out of the subpoena. I then received a telephone call from Moxon the next 
night wanting me to go to LA right away. I agreed to go if my friend could come along, 
so we flew down the next morning. I was told that I was going to be in and out and that I 
would be flown back on Sunday night. I also was told that this trip would not interfere 
with my work and my friend and I would be back in time for work on Monday. We 
started the proceedings at 12 noon and it was supposed to be two hours. It was attended 
by Gene Ingram, an attorney for Bowles and Moxon, and three scientologists (a paralegal, 
some other guy, and a camera man who video taped the entire ten hours almost). It took 
ten hours because I was asked the same question over and over in many different ways 
until I agreed to one small part of what they were talking about, but then it would be 
twisted to fit what they wanted to hear. Even when I would say I didn't really remember 
or didn't really know for sure, it would end up in the Affidavit anyway. I was really 
frustrated by about the third hour, and by the time the tenth hour came around I was 
willing to let some inaccuracies slide by just to get it over with. At one point the 
Scientologists were trying to get me to go onto the E-meter (Scientology's version of a lie 
detector), and it took fifteen minutes before they would take no for an answer until finally 
Gene helped me get out of there. By this time my friend and I had missed our flight back 
to Seattle and we could not get another flight until Tuesday morning. This caused both 
of us to be fired before we even got back, and not until we could explain did we get 
reinstated. 

3. I was not offered a copy of the Affidavit of March 14th to go over on my own time. 
By the time I was able to obtain one, I found so many inaccuracies that I felt I was done 
wrong and I needed to correct them. 






4. On or about September 1989 I was a member of the Sea Organization of the 
Church of Scientology ("the church") and specifically the Church of Scientology Western 
United States ("CSWUS"). I was assigned the job of "CO PAC Communicator." "CO 
PAC Communicator" was the person who assisted the Commanding Officer ("CO") of the 
Pacific Area Command ("PAC") which was a designation for the Church of Scientology 
facilities located at 1404 N Catalina, Los Angeles, California. As the "CO PAC" 
Communicator I handled the Comm that came into my office and the office of the CO 
PAC and had access to anything in the Continental Liaison Office, Western United States, 
a unit in CLO WUS which the CO PAC and I were part of, which wasn't locked, which 
included just about everything. 

5. In early February of 1990,1 received a telephone call from my father, Gary. My 
father asked me to get some time off from work to join him for a trip to visit my 
grandparents and to possibly go skiing for the weekend. 

6. I got permission to take time off to take the trip with my father. 

7. On the agreed-upon day in early February 1990, my father picked me up to go on 
the trip. My father drove me to my grandparents' house in Hemet, California. My father 
said he had some friends that wanted to talk to me about Scientology. 

8. The day after my father and I arrived at my Grandparents' home, Hana and Jerry 
Whitfield arrived. Over the course of the next two days, the Whitfields "visited" with me. 
This "visiting" consisted of many hours of discussion about their experiences in 
Scientology and things that they said that had happened to other people in regard to 
Scientology, for the purpose of trying to convince me to leave the Church. My father and 
grandfather also tried to talk me into leaving Scientology. The church calls this 
"deprogramming", but in reality it is information about the mind control techniques that 
cults use on their members. Scientology calls this negative data that is not verifiable, but 
in actuality the Whitfields had proof for almost everything that they said. 

9. Gene Ingram and the Paralegal, who asked most of the questions, asked me if I had 
heard of specific people they said had a common cause in attacking Scientology. These 
included Richard and Vicky Aznaran, The Cult Awareness Network (CAN) and Cynthia 
Kisser, Margery Wakefield, Bent Corydon and Gerry Armstrong. I said that I had heard 
of some of them, but I was not sure of where I remembered them from. Gene Ingram 
asked if I had heard of David Mayo and when I said I didn't know for sure, he stated that 
Mayo was involved in a lawsuit with the church concerning OT materials allegedly stolen 
from the church. Additionally, they asked what documents I had seen, and I said I had 
seen OT III and possibly OT VTI materials. At the time I agreed that these were highly 
confidential church documents, but I've seen them in the LA Times and I know that they 
have been available to the public since the Larry Wallersham trial in the early eighties. The 
Whitfields may have mentioned some of these people and documents, but they didn't say 
to my knowledge that they had a common cause in attacking Scientology. I only 
remember it being mentioned by those asking the questions. 

10. Based upon statements of my father, he became acquainted with the Whitfields 
through a referral from the Cult Awareness Network, and that he paid the Whitfields some 
amount of money for their "deprogramming" of me. 

11. On or about the third day of the visit, in early February 1990, my father, the 
Whitfields and I drove back to the church offices in LA, known in the church as the 




"complex". My dad drove. During the drive to LA, we talked about current information 
concerning the church. This included who was being declared, any problems that the 
church was having, what was being done about those problems. One of the things I told 
them about was the church management's effort to stop some recently discovered misuse 
of American Express (AMEX) cards by church staff. The Whitfields had already heard 
about it. I told them that I thought the church was trying to deal with the problem. They 
asked if I had seen any documents relating to this situation and I said that I thought I had. 
We arrived at the complex about 10:00 or 10:30 p.m., and my dad parked the car near the 
INCOMM offices on Fountain Avenue. 

12. My father and the Whitfields waited for me in the car, while I went into the 
complex to retrieve my personal effects and clothing. I went into my room and picked up 
my clothes and other possessions. It took me 3 or 4 trips to get my things. 

13. On the last trip, I went into my office space. I was looking for my personal things 
to remove them and I took them. I took my radio that I found in the CO PAC'S office, 
and since I didn't have time to spare, I took the papers from my desk, including a manila 
folder from the shelf behind my desk. In all, I took about a 5-inch stack of papers, 
including recent local church issues, dispatches and local church programs. The 
questioners asked if I was looking for papers that the Whitfields wanted or were 
interested in and I said that I wasn't. It came out different in the March 14th Affidavit. 

14. I took these documents and my personal things back to the waiting car. During the 
trip back to Hemet, my dad turned on the dome light and we looked over some of the 
papers, talking about who had been declared and people we all knew. I asked if some of 
the papers would be valuable in court cases, and the Whitfields said probably not. After 
looking through the papers, I gave them to Jerry and Hana to dispose of. The questioners 
suggested that Jerry and Hana wanted to use the documents in court cases against the 
church, but I don't know anything about that. The Whitfields did ask me not to talk to 
anyone in the church about the "deprogramming" or my dealings with them, but this was 
because they wanted to avoid the church's ongoing "fair game" policy. 

15. I have been shown a group of documents in a folder designated with the letter "A", 
which are attached hereto as Exhibit A. I have been asked to certify that these documents 
are, in fact, copies of some of the documents which I removed from the possession of 
CSWUS out of my office and the office of the CO PAC, without anyone's permission on 
that last trip.

16. I have been shown a group of documents in a folder designated with the letter "C", 
which are attached hereto as Exhibit C. I have been asked to certify that these documents 
are, in fact, copies of some of the documents which I removed from the possession of the 
CSWUS out of my office and the office of the CO PAC, without anyone's permission, on 
that last trip.

Again, while it is possible that these documents were included in those papers on my desk,

17. After 2 or 3 days more of visiting with my grandparents, I drove to Seattle with my 
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26 September 1989 document entitled "Executive Directive, Urgent, PAC BASE 
BACK TO BASICS PROGRAM", a 10 page document, 

18 Oct 1989 document entitled "PETITION CSW", a 4 page document; 

28 Oct 89 document, top name is "Cont Finance Dir WUS, re: Legal Bills", a 4 page 
document; 

26 Oct 89 document, top name is "CFD WUS", a 3 page document; and 

December 16, 1989 document, entitled "NON-EXISTENCE FORMULA ELAINE 

SIEGEL, SNOW WHITE PGMS CHF OSA US’, a 2 page document 

Again, while it is possible that these documents were included in those papers on my desk, 

it has been over three years, and I can't state that for a fact. I don't remember. 

17. After 2 or 3 days more of visiting with my grandparents, I drove to Seattle with my 
father and moved in with him and my step-mother. Approximately 3 to 6 months later, the 
Whitfields called my dad and also spoke to me asking if I had any more papers relating to 
the church. I agreed to give the Whitfields whatever I had, and my father mailed them 
from Seattle to the Whitfields, who lived in Los Angeles, California. 

18. To summarize. Gene Ingram and the questioners from the church of Scientology 
suggested that the Whitfields convinced me to steal documents from the church, to give 
the stolen documents to them, for their use for the stated purpose of helping people who 
were attacking the church, including David Mayo to help in his lawsuit. Bent Corydon, the 
CAN, Cynthia Kisser, Vicky and Richard Aznaran, Margery Wakefield, and Gerald 
Armstrong. The questioners asked me things, tried to put words into my mouth, wrote 
down what they wanted and badgered me until I signed, all without benefit of counsel. 

Any papers that I took were basically clearing off my desk, I didn't think any of them 
were important, and I wouldn't recognize them after all this time if I saw them for real, not 
just copies. The only thing that the Whitfields convinced me to do was to leave the church 
of Scientology. 

I declare, under penalty of perjury, under the laws of the State of California, that the 
foregoing is true and correct.
